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PREFACE. 



In mj last publicatioD od Orieotal Ijteratnre,* I furnished the 
Student with what I considered nearly safficient for the theoretical 
part of the Persian Language ; the object of the present Work is 
to initiate him in the practical part of bis duties, by presenting 
him with a series of original papers and official documents, many of 
them Facsimiles ; and I venture to assert that whoerer shall have 
niade himself completely master of these two books, will ooly have 
to acquire the colloquial dialect of the province wherein he may be 
situated, in order that he may become an efifective assistant in any 
Persian Office. In perusing some of these papers, the Student will 
observe the arduous, task and great responsibility he incurs in 
mfdting translations of legal documents ; but I trust that the names 
of Barlow; Fombelle, Harrington, Stoart, and other distinguished 
Servants of the £a8t India Company, will act as a stimulus to his 
exertions, and point out to him the means by which he may hope 
to rise to the highest posts in the service. 

I have endeavoured to make the translations as literal as is con- 
sistent with the sense, but in some instances found it nearly 
impossible to do so. Contrary to the practice of the Orientals, I 
have commenced with easy papers, and gradually asqended the 
scale. It has been supposed by some persons, that the moderns 
do not introduce as much Ai-abic into their compositions, nor 
make so frequent a use of metaphor, as was formerly the practice : 
but these Letters may serve to undeceive them.

Ilie different specimens of Arabic and Persian writing, in Plates 
1 to 6, might have been omitted, but I consider them not only as 
corioas, but nsefiil, to persons who may wish to decipher inscrip- 
tions, coins, &c. Hie Plate of Figures, No. 7, called Rukkum, will 
be found absolutely requisite, for men of business, as all money trans- 
actions are kept in them. The analyus of the Shekesteh alphabet, 
Plate 8, has been composed by myself, and doubtless would have 
been executed much better in India or Persia, but through the whole 
of this work, I have not had the smallest assistance from any uative 
of the East, which circumstuice will, I trust, be a suffident excuse 
to my learned readers, for the errors they may discover. 

A knowledge of the technical words at the end, may prevent a 
repetition of some absurd errors in translation, which have occurred 
in former works. 

In condusioo, I beg leave to return my thanks to Mr. Edmoa- 
stone. Right Honourable Sir Gore Ouseley, Sir John Malcolm, and 
Mr. Wilkins, for the ample materials which they supplied, and onfy 
regret that I could not make use of more of these papers, without 
adding very conuderably to the price of the book. 

I. also reitani my tbanlfs to the Directors of the Honourable East 
India Company, without whose patronage this Work would not 
have seen the light, although many of the materials have been long 
collected. 

The exertions of Mr. Nicol, in printing from Manuscript, and 
those of Mr. Netherclift in the Uthographic department, will I 
trust be fotind highly commendable.

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INTRODUCTION. 



Th b art of epistolary compodtion has been deservedly held in the 
highest estimation in the East, and it may be questioned whether 
any people in the world can express tbemselves with more propriety 
and elegance than the Persians. It is, however, much to be regret- 
ted, that they are extremely fond of metaphor, and that Letter 
Writing is cramped by much ceremony, and so many tedious rules 
presc^ribed for addressing people of diflferent ranks or utuations 
in society, that I doubt whether any person not initiated into the 
art from early yonth, coald make himself completely master of it.* 

Among the persons cel^rated for their skill in this department, 
we find the names of several of the most femons Historians, Poets, 
&c. viz. Sady, Jamy, Neseer Addeen TQsy, Sherif Addeen Yezdy, 
Akhwand Meer Sbah Herevy, Sekunder B^, Abol Fazil, Ahmed 
Razy, Mohammed Cassim Ferishta, Muatmid Khan, A&il Khau, 
Islam Khan, SAJidullah Khan, Chunder Bhan Brahmin, Aadyraj 
Moonsby, Abnl Futteb Tattavy, Mohammed Kazim, &c. &c. 

Many volumes of letters, real and fictitioos, have been published 
in the Persian Language. Those of Jamy, Abul Fazil, and Her- 
kern, are best known to Europeans, but there are many others, 
both in Per»a and India, which are greatly deserving the attention

of persons who take an interest in this subject, and which woald be 
highly useful to those destined for diplomatic employments. The 
Letters of the Emperor Aurungzebe are excellent specimens of the 
abilities and genius of that extraordinary personage, whose history 
is still a desideratum in European Literature. But ample materials 
for it exist, and it is probable that out of these a history will be 
compiled in a neighbouring kingdom, where much more encou- 
ragement is given to Oriental literature than in England. 

Of the great utility, nay absolute necessity, of the Persian lan- 
guage to our diplomatists in India, many proofs may be found in the 
Hyderabad Correspondence, recently published ; and the nume- 
rous accounts included in those volumes, evince the great advan- 
tage of a knowledge of the figures denominated RukJcum.* 

Previous to commencing the explanation of the Plates, I think 
it requisite to state same particulars with regard to the origin and 
progress of Arabic and Persian writing. 

The earliest species of writing known by the Arabs was denomiaa* 
ted Mosnad, and was used by the tribe of Hamyar, many centuries 
before Mohammed, as appears from some ancient monuments, 
said to be remmning in that character.-f- To this succeeded the 
Anhary, invented by Moramer, a short time before Mohammed, it 
nearly resembles the Cufic, and was the character in which the 
Koran was first wiitteo.} 

Another author states, that the most ancient character was Ish~ 
maeli or Souri,^ that it was succeeded by the Kamari or Meccavy,

and that tbe seven famous poems called Mooallahat, were written 
in this character. 

' lliat a third spef;ies of writing was invented at Medina^ and 
was composed of a mixture of the Souri and Meccavy, that this is 
the Cufic, from which all the modern hands, have been derived r^ 
but the .dots and vowel points were subsequently added. 

The Cufic Alphabet, in the accompanying Plate, No. I, has been 
partly talteo from Morton's Alphabets, and partly from Baron 
De Sacy's Arabic Grammar, and will, I trost, be found nearly cor- 
rect. The fragment of Cnfic, Plate 2, is copied from a leaf of th« 
Koran, written on vellum, found in one of the books belonging to 
tbe late Tippoo Sultan, and has every a{q>earaBce of antiquity; 
as a transcript of it foUows here, in the modern character, it is 

unnecessary to dwell longer on the subject, than to state that it is 
a portion of the IXJtb Chapter, denominated A^u3\i and may be 
found in page 2^ of Sale's Translation.

Plate 7, is denominated Rukkum ; it is the species of fig^nre used 
in all money traasactions, and is evidently an abridgment of the 
Arabic name for each number, thus 3(^£ numeral is 1. ^\^Jkfi 3> 
(,t^ 3, «Ji A, jiujfr ^,jl£- 10, <jU« 100, but in the course of 
time some of tbem have been either so curtailed or altered, as 
hardly to rettun any resemblance of the original letters. A know- 
ledge of them can only be acquired by practice. It may however 
be noticed, that the cypher in Plate 6, baring been borrowed from 
the Hindiis, should be written from left to right, but the Rukkum 
being merely an abridgment of the Arabic word, should be^u on 
the right ; the practice, however, is to write the latter in perpen-

dicular lines, b^aningwith the largest niimber. The 1, used in 
compottod Dombers, is either the first letter of the alphabet, or an 
abridgment of Aa^\, one. The words Lac aad Crore are borrowed 
from the Hindus.* 

Plate 8, is an analysis of the Shekesteh Alphabet, an explanation 
of which issabjoined. 

Anaiysis of the Shekesteh Alphabet. 

The word Shekesteh (broken) is very improperly applied to this 
species of writing, which should rather be denominated Pyrmsteh 
(joined) the object being to prevent the necesnty of raising the pen 
from the paper whilst inscribing any word. 

The student is supposed to have made considerable progress in 
the attainment of the Persian language, and to understand the 
mode of wiiting the Neskh-talik hand.f In that form of writing 
he must be aware that the letters ^^;iM are not joined to those 
that follow, but in the Shekesteh %]i\s rule is entirely laid aside, and 
not only do they join, but even compound epithets are run toge- 
ther, as in the words Kurm-fermay, Cheshm-nemay, aod MubHgh- 
muzkUr, of the upper line of the Shekesteh plate. 

As there are thiity points or dots belonging to the Persian alpha- 
bet, and some words contiun more dots than letters,| it is impossi- 
ble for a person in a hurry to mark them correctly, on which 
account they are frequently omitted and often misplaced; the 
three points belonging to certain letters generally take the form of

These are the general forms that occur, bat as it seldom han^ 
pens that two Eoropeans write preosely tbe same band, so is it 
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with Asiatics, it is therefore impoasible to give the delineation of 
every letter that may he found, and sometimes the most skilful 
secretaires are obliged to guess a word, from the context. 

The Shekesteh written io Persia differs about as much from that 
used in India, as a French manuscript does from an English one. 

Upon the whole, the only means of overcoming these difficulties, 
are a knowledge of the language, and frequent practice. In the 
meantime a careful study of the Plates and Fac-simileit presented in 
this book, will much focilitate the progress of the stndent, and 
leave him little to learn on that subject after his arrival in India. 

It may not be unnecessary to add that letters of ceremony 
are generally written on paper ornamented with silver or gold, 
according to the rank of the person addressed, and that some of 
them are inscribed on paper, the whole surface of which is gilt. 
The letters are closed with gum, and the impression of the seal is 
made with ink. 

The following list of the various denominations of letters, accord- 
ing to the relative situations of persons, will evince the minate 
attention paid to this subject.

Don't think of killing your dau^ter ; if you do kill her, 

it will be Tery bad for you, Bhuderyeh replied. In the first place, I hod not 

the means of getting her married, and beside that, it has always been the custom 

o£ our family to destroy the daughlers, for which reasons I have killed her : in 

consequence of this, the soldier returned and repeated all the particulars. Your 

humble Bcrvant immediately on hearing this, sent back the musqueteer with 

another' soldier, in order to seize Bhuderyeh, upcHi which the aforesaid decku 

red that they diould not take him alive.

Report of the PoUce Officer, dated 5th of October, 1806. 

On Sunday evening,a person named Allah Bukhsh, superintendent of the village 
of Lony, in the parish of Sirhind, came and rqaesented, that Suda Sing Raj- 
poot, inhabitant of the aforesaid village, had inflicted a severe wound flf a sword 
on his own left haad ; on receiring this intelligence, Iman Bukhah the llunBlw 
dor, set off to make inqmry, and having arrived at the village of Lony, sent for 
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Muijad and Huttera Sii^, Zonindars, and denuinded the euite of the man^t 
having wounded himself^ they explained that the aforesaid Suda Sing wm 
full brother to Muhajat Sing, that early in the momipg he went out to labour, 
and remained out the whole day, during which, hi« brother did not bring him 
any proviaons. When he returned to the village in the erening, a quaml took. 
place between the two brothers, and in the violence of his hunger (and paMUO) 
he made a cut with a sword on his ^eft arm, immediately after which, both tff»- 
thers fled from the village for fear of the police, leaving nather wife, children, 
or household effects, as they gained thdr liveBhood by work and labour, and seL 
ling grass.

The (copper) baths and 
other articles which are not yet ready, dutll be ahordy sent Reo^red acoiMtfing 
to List, A B. 

N. B. Dacca was at this time famous for these manufacturea; the copper was 
chiefly English.

At this time I have beard from the merchants of this country, who go 

into your territcxry for the purpose of buying and selling, that you, in the 

most |RWieworthy and laudable manner, generously and kindly protect and 

ud them. At this present period, in obedience to the coders trf his Majes^, 
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several <^ hia subjects, undo' the superintoDdance of Mlna Mohammed Aly, 
bearing mth them cloths, ivory, and bees.wax, have been sent into your territory 
fcH* the purpoees of commerce. I am h<^iefiU, that in future the practice of anuty 
and frioidship viU be strengthened on both mdes, and that ire shall asdst and 
protect (the subjects) of each other. I have by tlas opportunity sent you an 
umbtella wcffked vith worsted, five bags of the rioe called the Black-eyed, and 
five jars of honey, be so kind as accept them. What further need be added ?

Although, when I considered that 
a residence in one's own country is better and pleasanter than travelling, as affnd- 
ing the opportunity of constantly se^ng one^s relations and intimate frimds, I was 
much r^(»ced ; but whan I reflected, that there was no chance of our ever again 
meeting, grief and melancholy toi^ omplete posseautHi of me. Alas I what can 
I do ? Europe is far distant, and your absent and distressed friend without the 
means, otherwise I should certainly hasten thither. Hapless, I submit to fate, but 
day and ni^t I pray, that the glorious God will preserve that mine (^goodness, 
in whatever place he may be, in perfect health and happiness. I cannot express 
to you the kindness and favour shewn me by Mr. William, and the other gentle- 
m&a, (may ^tax prosperi^ endure !) which i« every day encreamng.

Intelligence of the Court of the Nuwab, the Fpsier of the Envpire, 
Saadut Aly Kban, Behadur {ofOude). 
DaUd, UtK Rvihy Attany, in Camp, A, D. 1810. 
YzsTESDAT, when mx Ghtariei of the day ranained, Syvuk Ram> the agent 
of Mohammed Rhemut Aly Khan, B^adur, had the honour cS paying his 
respects, and in consequence of his house bong situated in the viomty of And- 
htma, (place cX encampmeut) presented fifteen gold Mt^irs, also as an offering of 
faos[ntality, five hundred rupees in money, fifteen pots of fiil (or butter), and 
ftniy^ne sheep or goats, which were accepted. His Hi^ness then explained 
sMsething to Suraj Bhan, and sent him to communicate it to the Britith Re- 
tident ; the aforesaid person quickly returned with on answn to the messt^e, 
and brought a letter from the before mentioned personage, which his Highness 
perused, after which he walked about the encampment, and havii^ amused 
lumsel^ returned in the evening to his tent, and having supped gave orders for 
the Bgnal of inarch to be beat in the morning. When a Pa&r of the nighthad

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pasaed, be retired to rest. This mombg having avoke and perfonned the 
usual ceremonies, said his prayers and read a portion of the Kcwan; afto 
which, accompanied by sons, relationa, and other usual attendants proceeded 
towards the new encampmait. On the route, Behadur Sing, the agent of 
Mirza Khan, was introduced, and made an offering suitable to his rank. AAer 
three G^rriet of the day, his Highness entoed the camp on the plain of Hyder 
Ghur, on which occadon a salute was £red from the small guns* stationed 
there; Mirza Hajy had the honour of paying lusrespecta,andverballydelivered 
a meesage from the Reddent, after comprdiending it his Hig^mess lay down. 
When a Pahr of the day had elapsed, his Higfmess annef and proceeded to 
the breakbsting tent, when Mohammed A&een Aly, Tahseen Aly Khan, 
Khuaji Hussen, Indiai Allah Khan, and other officers, had the happiness of 
paying their respects. It was represented that Doctor Law was not well, upon 
which his Hig^ess ordered Imam Buksh to go to the af(H«said gentleman 
and inqiure the state of his health. Hb Hi^mess then breakfasted, in com- 
pany with eeveral c^ 'the courtiers. Mirea Jafer Khan earner and having -ver- 
bally otMmnunicated aame bunness went away, when a Pahr and a half of 
the day had elapsed, his Hi^mess dined and then lay down ; after mid^lay 
his Highness got up and commenced buraness. He perused the reports of the 
Nuwab Yemeem AddoteleA (the minister), of Neseer Addowleh Behadur, of 
Ray Ruttun Chund, <^ several collectors, and of the Moolavies of the courts of 
justice ; Mirza A^ur Aly Khan, Moolavy Suddun, and other persons belong-

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ing to the office attended, and presented thnr respectire papers for bu ICgfa- 
Dess'a mgnature ; Ray Dya Kiaheti presented acme p^ers which had been 
ordered. Hirza Jud arrived, and jves^ited a letter from the Betddent, and 
having verbally communicated some burinesa, took leave. TvD letters from 
his Highness to Yemeen Addowleh, and Neaeer Addowl^ and one for Ray 
Ruttnn Chundf were despatched. His Higjiness afterwards issued orden to 
Mt^iammed Afreen Aly Khan, for sending forward the camp equipage to 
SelympoOT, which was done, but to morrow is a halt.
